Reasons for Allowance 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a syringe 
pump having a plunger movable within a barrel, and an occlusion detector that has a 
force sensor that directly senses the force exerted on the plunger and when the force 
exerted exceeds a predetermined value the drive mechanism will reverse the direction 
of the plunger. 

The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph.
